Madrid is Quiet, and Energetic Ac- 
tion of Authorities Is Said to 
Have General Approval. 


LONDON, March 29.—The Official 
Gazette nt Madrid. published today a 
decree suspending constitutional guar- 
antees in all provinces of the kingdom, 
Reuter’'s Madrid correspondent cables. 


MADRID, March 29, (via Paris.)— 
Count, Romanones, the Premier, at a 
meeting of the Cabinet today outlined 
the situation jm ‘Spain and announced 
that all precautionary measures: re- 
quired in the circumstances had been 
taken in Madrid. The “People’s House’ 
had been closed, and all the provincial 
labor centres adhering to the general 
strike will also be closed. 

At the present time Madrid is quiet, 
and the bulk of public opinion approves 
the energetic attitude of the Govern- 
ment in view of the revolutionary and 
anti-patriotic character a general strike 
would have under the present circum- 
stances. 

A circular telegram sent to the. Geov- 
ernors of the provinces concludes: 

“Tf our situation is difficult, we must 
not forget that economic conditions here 
vary tess frém normal than in any other 
country... The-attitude of. thie workméh, 
*héPfore, in threatening. the. country 
valid ren- 
Hituation.” 

PARIS, March 29.—Anh ‘appeal to the 
people ’’ whith has been issued in Spain 
has been. declared by the Government to 
be ‘séditious, a Havas dispatch: from 
Madrid reports. The signers of the ap- 
péal, whose namés .havé not been dis- 
closed, have been arrested. The Cabinet 
has’ takén the affair into its own’ hands 
and will deal with it summarily. 

While the dispatch announces the pub- 
lication of & decree suspending the con- 
stitutional guarantees throughout Spain, 
it. gives -no reason ‘for this act.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., “March 29.—Jo- 
sephus Daniels, Secretary of the Navy, 
held up today to 183 ‘midshipmen who 
received their diplomas from him the 
record of the ‘heroes of the navy, par- 
tieularly Admiral ‘Dewey, and urged 
them’ to go into the service with the 
‘bright record of these former Ameri- 
can' sea’ fighters as shining marks 
‘toward which to strive. . 

The graduates were told by the Sec- 
retary that the nation expected them to 
be ready ‘‘ for the day that may come— 
how soon, who can tell?7—when upon 
your coolness and knowledge and lead- 
ership and ability to shoot straight may 
depend the fate of a decisive nayal en- 


gagement.”’ 

Called to the colors.three months 
ahead of time because of the German 
crisis, the members of the class, which 
would not in ordinary. circumstances 
have. been graduated untfl June, will 
before night be on their way to take up 
their duties as ensigns. 

Secretary Daniels spoke as the repre- 
sentative of President Wilson, who had 
een asked to deliver the graduation 
address, but had found it impossible to 
comé here because of the international 
‘ “JT pring you the blessings of your 
Commander in Chief, who sends you.a 
‘message of confidence and bids you god- 
epeed,” said Mr. Daniels. ‘‘ His heart 
is with you soehy. He does not, how- 
ever, feel warranted in making any ad- 
dress in the present condition of public 
affairs, even to the graduates of this 
institution, to whom he would like to 
unburden himself. ; 

“You sre to receive your commis- 
sions in a day when nearly all the world 
is in the vortex of bebe and no people 
can feel that they may not be drawn 
into it. Your own country_ faces a 
crisis. In this emergency the President, 
who has declared his belief that ‘the 
American Navy ought to be incompar- 
ably the most adequate navy of 
world,’ in. the exercise pf a discretion

That 
fact, alone emphasizes the significance of 
your early graduation.

Chamberlain to Push His Bill. - 


Mr. Chamberlain outlined his plan,

COPENHAGDN, March 29. — Twenty- 
two.neutral seamen, including one Amer- 
ican, from ships eaptured by the Ger- 
man raider~Méwe arrived here today 
from Kiel. They confirm the known 
descriptions of the raider’s masking 
system, and say that the Miéwe was fur- 
nished with five big guns and four tor- 
pedo tubes. The masts and funnels 
could be raised or lowered, and the ship 
thereby could completely-alter her ap- 
pearance. ; .

COPENHAGEN, March 29, (via Lon- 
don.)—Twenty-two neutrals who were 
brought to Germany on the commerce 
raider Méwe as prisoners, including one 
American, arrived here today from ‘Kiel. 
They were released because they were 
not serving on armed merchantmen. The 
sailors brought an account of a. hard 
engagement between the Midwe and the 
British steamer Otaki, which put up a 
Cebghad fight when it was ercountered 

by the German-raider on.March 10, 

The Otaki, accordin 2s to the sailors, 
surrendered: only aft scoring seven 
hits on the Moewe and setting the Ger- 
man raider on fire. The blaze’ was not 
extinguished for three days.

Gen. Wingate Would Not Allow 
Anti-Recruiting Talk Even 
Outside the Schools.

WILLCOX DEVISES AN OATH 


Declares There Is No Place In Edu- 
cational Service for the Slight- 
est Division of Loyalty.” 


General George W. Wingate, member 
of the Board of Educatiofi and a veteran 
of the civil war, says he is going to 
start a campaign to sweep from the 
public schools of New York all teachers 
who are not unadulteratéd Americans. 
Pacifists, the General says, are not un- 
adulterated Americans. 

It was General Wingate who led the 
successful fight 4n the Board of Edu- 
cation on Wednesday against thé pro- 
motion of Alexander Fichandler, Prin- 
cipal of Public School 165, Brooklyn, be- 
cause of his utterances. 

General Wingate said yesterday that 
he was determined to put out of the 
echool system all teachers who talk 
unpatriotically in' school or out of 
echool. The General said the matter 
came down to this—a man or woman 
who gets his living out of the State 
owes the State a duty to teach 
those things that are for the best 
interest of the State; if he or she doesn’t 
see fit to do that, he.or she has no right 
to draw a living from the Btate. 

The General added that he had re- 
ceived many complaints and statements 
| of the teaching of ‘‘pacifism ” by teach- 
ers other than Fichandler, and that as 
goon as he got good advice that a 
teacher was talking or aiding ‘‘ pacif- 
ism” in or out of school or opposing 
recruiting, charges would be brought 
and the teacher placed on trial. He 
said teachers who taught pacifism 
in school should be arraigned on 
charges of gross misconduct, and 
teachers who taught, or talked pacifism 
cut of school should face an additional 
charge before a, court of having for- 


feited their right to citizenship. 

“It is time to read riot act to 
these teachers,’’ the General told a 
‘T1Mmbs reporter. ‘‘ They are just as dan- 
gerous, just as guilty of treasor as the 
man who blows up :the White House. 

‘““ There is a large population cf for- 
eign descent in this city who pay much 
attention to what their children’s teach- 
ers say, and it is time that a stop 's 
bi to unpatriotic teachings which may 

ave such a dangerous influence. : 

‘* There is a rule of the Board of Edu- 
cation that a teacher who is guilty of 

ross misconduct may dropped. 

runkenness, for instance, is a form of 
gross misconduct. But the teacher who 
teaches pacifism and that this country 
should not defend: itself is a thousand 
times more dangerous to the welfare of 
the city than the teacher who gets 
drunk and lies in the gutter. lt.is my 
sincere belief that the board will sup- 

ort the contention that a teacher who 
ives by the pay he gets from the State 
and then teaches a doctrine so subver- 
sive to the State is guilty of gross mis- 
conduct. 
‘I doubt if the courts would hold that 
‘a teacher is guilty of gross misconduct 
if he talked pacifism outaide only. But 
then such a teacher would be amenable 
to the charge of being inefficient, for if 
he taught what he should teach in 
school’/and didn't believe it; he would 
not be a good teacher. It seems that 
most of the teachers who have been 
doing this unpatriotic talking outside 
are toreign-born men who have’ become 
naturalized. I believe they should be 
brought into the court which natural- 
ized them and accused of having for- 
feited their claim to citizenship. I 
were a Judge I should revoke their nat- 
uralization. ; 

“There are a few teachers, who were 
brought over to teach German, French, 
and Spanish, because we wanted na- 
tives to teach those languages.. There 
is a ave doubt about those people 
being forced to become citizens, but in 
the present crisis, I would oppose Ger- 
mans teaching, for I belleve enough 
persons who wiil swear fealty to the 
flag can be found to teach German in 
the public schools. If they cannot be 
found, I would stop teaching German.” 

General Wingate was asked what he 
thought about making gll teachers take 
the oath of allegiance. He thought it 
wouldn’t be a bad thing, but that it 
should not relieve the teachers from 
being watched. 

William G. Willcox, President of the 
Board, said there was no room in the 
principalships of public schools for per- 
sons who were not unqualifiedly loyal. 

‘Mr. Fichandler has said,’’ said Mr. 
Willcox, ‘‘that he would not support 
the Government in its defense of our 
rights on the seas, but that he would 
support the Government in time of 
war. But we want no conditional or 
divided loyalty. We want absolute loy- 
alty, .with no ifs and ands and buts 
about it. We can’t afford to have a

WASHINGTON, March 29,—Senator 
Saulsbury of Delaware, Presitient pro 
tempore of the Senate, came out strong- 
ly today in favor of a vigorous prose- 
cution of the war with Germany as 
s00n as Congress should declare a state 
of war to exist. He said the Russian 
revolution removed the last anomaly; 
of the war, and ‘that when the United 
States entered the conflict it would be 
an alignment. of republics and demo- 
cratic monarchies against the autocratic 
power of the Hohenzollerns and Haps- 
burgs. ’ 

Mr. Saulsbury thought that for some 
months the United States could play 
only an economic part in the struggle. 
But this part should be ‘played, in his 
opinion, to the utmost, while every 
effort in other directions was bent to 
equipping an American army for service 
im the fields of Europe. He suggested 
that a good form for this aid would be 
for the United States to take over the 
burden of. seeding, cothing and main- 
taining 1,000,000 ench soldiers. 

“This country should declare that 
the treaties existing betweén the United 
States and Germany have been abro- 
gated by the repeated s violations 
of these treaties, as evidenced by the 
sinking of American ships and the tak- 
ing of American lives a8 well as by the 
refusal to permit the commerce of this 
country safely to use the high’ seas in 
the express way provided in the treaties 
of 1785 and 1789 and reaffirmed by the 
treaty of 1828, and all of which have 
been recognized by both countries and 
notably by our own Supreme Court as 
existent and in force,’’ he said...

We urge 
you to join us in endeavoring to show 
the real patriotic spirit of the majority 
of American citizens by telegraphing to 
the President or to your Congressman 
to stand firm for American rights and 
American honor at whatever cost.’’

BANKS QUIT BUSINESS | 


IN BERLIN EXCHANGE 


Possible Hostilities with 
Germany. 


LITTLE TRADING OF LATE 


No Sensational Aspect Attached to 
Elimination of the Reichs~ 
mark Market.

Banks and trust companies of the 
financial] district stopped doing business 
in Berlin exchange yesterday as a step 
in preparing for possible hostilities be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 
This development was the culmination 
of plans executed in the last two or 
three weeks, to the end that balances in 
Berlin should be brought back to this 
city before the tensioa between the 
countries became acute: Information

START EARLY FIGHT ON 
_WAR TUBERCULOSIS 


Dr. Biggs, Back from European 
Sarvey, to Lead in Govern- 
| ment’s Preparations.: - 


Dr. ‘Hermann M. Biggs, New York 
State Commissioner of Health and an 
authority on diseases of the lungs, has 
just returned from France, where he 
made an exhaustive study of tubercu- 
losis among the allied troops at, the re- 
quest of the French Government. The 
results of his investigation probably 
will be given to the Government for yse 
toward preventive measures should the 
United States muster in a large force. 

The council for national defense has 
asked the American Society for the 
"Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
to make suggestions as to the situation 
that may exist so far as the army 
concerned, as well as concentration 
camps and prisons which may be estab- 
lished in e event of hostilities. Dr. 
Biggs has been appointed as Chairman 
of the committee which will make this 
survey for the Government.

Band of 500 Dislodged from 
Intrenchments Near 
’ Santiago. 


ANOTHER FIGHT EXPECTED 


But Authorities Believe Revolution 
Is In Its Final Stage—Guan- 
‘tanamo Evacuated. 


SANTIAGO, .Cuba, March 29.—After a 
battle of several hours, ‘Government 
troops today ‘dislodged the rebelq at 
Fongo, thirteen miles northeast of San- 
tiago. In the opinion. of Government 
officials the revolution has now entered 
its final phase. 

Some 800 troops attacked about 500 
intrenched rebels, whe resisted half a 
day, after which General Camacho 
withdrew the Sdberal force. Colonel 
Betancourt sent a detachment in pur- 
suit, and it is expected that at least 
one more engagement will take place. 
The losses sustained in the’ battle were 
not large. The Government reports 
show that Lieutenant Wilfredd Diaz 
was killed and that six men were 
wounded. The, rebel dead included 
Colonel Vincent. Two cannon were em- 
ployed by the Government troops, but 
the rebels did not have even a machine 
gun, and the character of their fire 
indicated they were conserying their 
scant supply of ammunition. 

Major- Faust6 Menocal, a brother of 
the President, took part in the fight. 
He was sent py Colonel Betancourt to 
prevent the arrival of rebel reinforce- 
ments numbering about 500, and his 
successful interception of these troops 
was an important factor in determining 
the outcome of the fight.

STATE TO TAKE INVENTORY. 


New Law Provides for a Complete | 
Military Census. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, March 29.—Governor Whit- 


man today signed the Robinson-Marsh 
bill providing for a census of the mili- 
tary resources of the State. The bill 
appropriates only $150,000 for expénses, 
but permits the State to accept private 
contributions, a number of which have 
already been offered. “The expense of 
the last census of population was $600, 
000. In signing the bill the Governor 


said: 

‘* Under authority vested in me by the 
present law, I have already directed the 
Adjutant General to utilize to-the fullest 
extent the information obtainable from 
the State census which has only recent- 
ly been completed. This will serve as a 
basis for the making of part of the cen- 
sus provided for in this measure. 

“ e powers of the Governor under 
this bill are much more comprehensive 
than under the provisions of the military 
law, which contemplates orily the enroll- 

ment of the able-bodied male citizens of 
the State between the ages of 18 and 45 





years, as it provides for an inventory of 
all the resources available for use in the 
event of war, which would include the | 
women available for service as well as | 
men, money, the industrial and material :

AN ANCIENT TALE. 

Very familiar to us, outworn with 
much repetition, is Chancellor Von 
BeETHMANN HoLLWweE@’s protest -that 
Germafy has desired no war with the 
United States, does not desire: it to- 
day, and if war comes Germany will 
not “ have to bear the burden of re- 
sponsibility for it.” Germany has 
been making war upon us for nearly 
two years, of late with intensified 
lawlessness and atrocity. The Chan- 
cellor’s words rang false and hollow. 
Pecullarly hypocritical is his insist- 
ence that Germany began the subma- 
rine warfare to compel England in her 
policy of blockade to observe “ the 
“laws of humanity and international 
“ agreements.” 

The Chancellor recalls our early pro- 
test against the English blockade as 
illegal and indefensible. The citation 
is incomplete. He should have added 
to it our later declaration that differ- 
ences about mere obstructions to trade 
could wait for consideration and ad- 
justment, the cowardly and wholesale 
rhurder of our people at sea must nec- 
essarily have first place among the 
questions of foreign policy ‘we were 
called upon to consider. It was most 
inept for Von BETHMANN HOLLWEG to 
speak of the laws of humanity when 
discussing the submarine warfare and 
comparing it with the Jinglish block- 
ade.

Whenever the German people reach 
that stage of privation where they 
would prefer abundant food to war for 
the preservation of the Hohenzollern 
dynasty, they can declare for peace 
and the blockade will be raised. The 
victims of Germany’s submarines have 
mo such freedom of choice.

‘fear of a new orientation ” was dis- 


turbing to the submissive and obedient 
members of that body. Although the 
Socialist veiled his meaning as best 
he could behind a word substituted for 
revolution, his hearers knew what he 
meant. That subject is evidently of 
growing interest in Germany. But in 
this country we are no longer interest- 
ed in German arguments in support of 
assassination at sea. So far as we are 
concerned discussion is at an end.

GERMANY AND RUSSIA. 

The German objective in Russia has 
changed. Whatever attempts may be 
made to disguise it, her efforts must 
all be directed to the overthrow of free 
government in that empire. Major 
Moraut, whose suggestions generally 
turn out to be.inspired, proposes that 
the attack on Russia be. postponed 
until ‘time has been given for a coun- 
ter-revolution to develop. Germany is 
now doing all she can to encourage se- 
dition and rebellion in Russia, and the 
sole outcome of the success of such 
manoeuvres must be the restoration of 
the Romanoffs. At the outbreak of 
the war Germany and Austria pretend- 
ed that they were forced into it by the 
aggression of the Czar and his advis- 
ers. ‘“ Russia, the classic land of 
“ power and terrible exploitation-of the 
“ people for the benefit of a degener- 
“ated aristocracy,” was the way she 
was described in the manifesto of thir- 
ty-four German dignitaries entitled 
“ The Truth About Germany.” “ Rus- 
* sian statesmen wish to fornmi an. iron 
“ring of enemies around Austria- 
“Hungary and Germany,” declared 
Count BERCHTOLD. “ Rusela has ap- 
plied the firebrand to the house,” said 
BETHMANN HoLLwee. Now Germany 
must fight-to restore to power the men 
who wished to form that tron ring, 
who applied that firebrand, must fight 
to restore that “ terrible exploitation 
of the people” and that “ degenerated 
aristocracy,” to crush out the new 
freedom; she must work by intrigue, 
by plot, by bribery, as well as by arms. 
She is doing {t, and by so doing is: ex- 
posing the sham of the pretense on 
which she eS the war against Hu- 
rope. 

Germany sees hope in the confusion 
and demoralfzation of Russian counsels 
which she expects to result from the 
great change. But how can she expect 
more from confusion than she. expect- 
ed from treason?’ Her hopes of vic- 
tory were based on the secret friend- 
ship of the very men she was denounc- 
ing before the world for forcing her to 
war. The treason she counted on was 
committed, but she did not win the 
separate peace she wanted, because 
the traitors dared not go quite that far 
for fear of the people. Is she likely to 
win it now that the traitors are gone/ to 





most that can be allowed for uncer- 
tainty and cross-purposes in a new 
Government, and still Germany must 
face, what shé never faced in Russia 
beforé, a free army and a people 
which, even if she could disunite it in 
its internal aims, is united against her. 
The last time the Hapsburgsand Hoh- 
enzollerns made this mistake was in 
1792. They advanced against a France 
whose King,: whose Queen, and. whose 
Court were their secret allies, betray- 
ing the plans of her Generals, thwart- 
ing the efforts of -her legislators, and 
directing she movements of. the Ger- 
man armies they pretended to be com- 
bating. The situation was precisely 
the same as it was in Russia in the 
first two years of this war. As in 
Russia today, so in France in 1792, 
the people learned of this treason, rose 
against that and other wrongs, de- 
posed the monarch, and took the Gov- 
ernment into their own hands. All 
the confusion and -uncertainty on 
which the Germans now count result- 
ed in France, and two great rebellions 
almost immediately broke out, those of 
the Girondists and of the Royalist 
Vendeeans. But.France was free from 
her traitors, and her armies, which 


had been shilly-shallying and counter- 
marching in pretended warfare against | 


the Prussians and Austrians, turned 
on them with a fury that hurled them 
over the borders, whither the revolu- 
tionary forces in short order followed 
them, until they had to heg for peace. 


| There is a power in a free people, 


fighting for its freedom, which the 
Prussians and Austrians did not cor- 
rectly estimate in 1792, and which 
they have not learned how to estimate 
in the 135 years that have elapsed. 
Now, apparently, Germany is on the 
way to learn from Spain the same les- 
son she should have learned from Rus- 
sia. She counted on keeping Spain 
friendly, despite her outrages against 
that country, by dealing with. the 


‘Court party and disregarding the peo- 


ple. The people of Spain, like those 
of: Russia, have endured it as long as 
they could, and are now, seemingly, 
on the point of teaching Germany that 
a people is a factor to be reckoned 
with and that in the twentieth century 
it is a tremendous factor. 











THE SUBWAY SITUATION. 

The strike by the subway laborers 
and the® quasi strike by the con- 
tractors create a difficult situation 
respecting the completion of the dual 
subway. One thing is sure, the city 
does not want to get the work done 
by underpaid labor of the humbler 
sort. Only in less degree would the 
city regret. that the contractors 
should be embarrassed by an unfore- 
seen rise in costs. But also there are 
considerations of a less sympathetic 
sort. 

The tity does not want to be held 
up by combinations in the manner of 
the trainmen.- In that respect the 
procedure of the contractors is better 
than that of their men. The con- 
tractors are asking for reconsidera- 
tion of their contracts, and the men 
struck again, although the last strike 
was with the understanding that it 
should be the last. If there ts any 
man able to hetter himself, no ob- 
jection would be offered by anybody, 
either by the city or the contractors. 
Nobody is asking sacrifices from the 
underpaid. The feeling is different 
when there is doubt about the under- 
payment, and something like a con- 
victioh that advantage is being taken 
of duress to break engagements. In 
that respect the workmen and the 
contractors are under similar obli- 
gation to ask for the’ reform of their 
contracts only after a demonstration 
of necessity. 

No relief can be granted without 
the fullest proof of necessity and ap- 
preciation of the city’s consideration 
for both the men and the contractors. 
In one way or another, the work must 
be completed forthwith. The com- 
fort of the millions of riders and the 
great building operations dependent 
upon the operation of the subways 
require that the situation should be 
dealt with {n no narrow spirit.

The: crops of 1917 will decide 
whether the world shall be fed or 
shall starve in 1918. The reserves 
will be exhausted when this crop 
year ends. Here, where food prices 


‘are already high, where. much _agri- | 8€cT 


cultural labor has been diverted into 
industry, the food situation is of 
prime importance. In its relation to 
wages, industry, the cost of living, 
the increased production of American 
foodstuffs this year is vital. In every 
wheat-growing country but Australia 
and India this fundamental crop is 
reported short for 1917. All over the 
world, when millions of men must 
be fed who used to labor in the fields, 
the production of wheat is below the 
normal. Our own crop has béen esti- 
mated at 640,000,000 bushels, where- 
as the average for five years was 
728,000,000. bushels, and the “ bum- 
per” of 1915 was 1,026,000,000 bush- 
els. How are we going to feed our 
friends across the water and have 
‘enough left to feed ourselves? It is 
a ‘serious prospect, which mond be 
faced resolutely. — 

The Department of disctienitacs is 
working hard to impress upon the 
farmers the ‘highest efficiency in 
producing and storing food: The 
supply. of potatees is scant. Sec- 
retary Houston is showing how to 
deal with preventable potato diseases, 
such as sometimes cut off 50,000,000 

to : 100,000,000 bushels. He is show- 
ing the farmers how to prevent waste 





surplus fruits and vegetables. He is 
urging vacant lot and backyard cul- 
tivation. He is pleading for the ut- 
most. food economy in- every house- 
hold. He is recommending corn 
meal and rice as substitutes for flour. 

Secretary HovsTon is doing, and 
will keep on doing, active and fruitful 
work to increase the fo supply 
and to wake up this wasteful, care- 
less people to the necessity of skimp- 
ing and not squandering. 

Will the Americans wake up? It 
is “q condition, not a theory,” that 
confronts them. They may be tight- 
ening their belts next Winter.

EARNED, NOT FORCED. 

England is to give the vote to wo- 
men. It is assured by the annource- 
ments of the party leaders and by an 
acquiescent vote of the Commons. 
Whether they have it soon or not 
until the war is over, they have the 
Government’s pledge, and the thing is 
as good as accomplished. 

How was the victory won? It was 
not won by smashing windows, by 
slashing paintings, by pouring acid 
into mail boxes. These things roused 
John Bull’s anger and diminished the 
number of those favorable to suffrage 
until they consisted chiefly of such 
politicians as were amenable to bully- 
ing—never a large number in Eng- 
land. Neither was it won by linking 
suffrage with half-baked theories 
ranging from pacifism to anarchism 
and from socialism to free love. 
‘Wherever it took this form of mani- 
festation John Bull’s backbone simply 
became more rigid. 

It was won by abandoning all these 
tactics and displaying common sense 
and patriotism. “ The war could not 
have been carried on without them,” 
said Mr. AsquiTH, explaining his con- 
version. The same reason was given 
by Mr. LiLorD GEoRGE and Mr. BonaR 
Law. The war, by giving an oppor- 
tunity for change of tactics, was a 
godsend to the suffragists. Mrs. 
PankKHukRstT’s following had reached 
an impasse. Their riotous propa- 
ganda had alienated friends, made 
enemies, and antagonized all Eng- 
land; they could not keep it up and 
could see no way to let go. Another 
argument than violence was ‘neces- 
sary, but it was not in sight. The 
war provided it. By dropping both 
their violence and their alliances with 
socialistic and subversive creeds, and 
by devoting themselves to proving 
that they were of use to the nation 
and as. willing to serve it as they were 
useful, they supplied it. Now they 
have got what they wanted, but what 
they could not get otherwise.

“may keep America out of war’’ and 
Save our sons and husbands and fathers, 
they are imbecile—and forgive me—they 
are so funny, so pathetically humorous, 
that, on the edge of tragedy, I must 
have my laugh. Oh, women of America, 
where is our sense of proportion, our

I hate war, but I hate worse the things 
that make war; and perhaps this is 
our last chance as a nation to make our 
contribution to the defence of common 
humanity.

‘A soldier must be well ‘armed and well 
fed for the hardships of war. An ade- 
quate supply of foodstuffs for their ar- 
mies and thé public will be the dominant 
factor in the final test of the European 
war. Germany does not expect to whip 
Great Britain. She hopes to starve her 
into submission. Germany's -submarine 
campaign is not conducted under the 
rules of warfare: It is designed to 
create hunger riots by shutting off food 
supplies. Shortage of food to a starving 
point in London or Berlin would bring 
the same riots and overthrow of the 
Governments as in Petrograd. No well- 
organized stomach war has ‘ever failed, 
and never will: 

The newspapers keep the country in- 
formed about the organization and get- 
ting ready with all kinds of facilities, the 
mobilization of all available skilled and 
unskilled labor for enlarging facilities 
and increasing the output of ammunition 
preparatory to engaging in the world 
war, while food shortage, the very thing 
that is giving the warring nations of 
Europe more’ concern than fighting 
equipment, will certainly face this coun- 
try unless prompt action is taken to 
forestall it. 

There are two. food conditions that 
cause disturbance: A shortage of supply 
and abnormally high prices. We are 
headed for both. 

Wheat. 

Bread has now reached its highest 
point since the civil war, with the out- 
look for this year’s crop not too. cheer- 
ful. It is estimated that the annual 
average consumption of wheat in its 
many different uses, including seed for 
planting, is seven bushels per capita, or 
700,000,000 bushels for our 100,000,000 
population.

High prices and scarcity of milk are 
being much discussed. Yet within the 
short period of ten years the number of 
milth.cows has decreased from 265 for 
each 1,000 people to 222. The reason 
for this is easily found. The average 
dairyman is not making any money. 
Many have stood their losses as long as 
they could, sold their cows, and quit 
the business. Dairying, being a branch 
of farming, I will treat them together, 
and in this connection it won't be out of 
place to show a few of the things that 
the farmers are up against, as some 
people have grown into the feeling, with- 
out knowledge of the facts, that it is up 
to the farmer to feed the rest of man- 
kind without due consideration to him- 
self.

LABOR IN HAWAII, 


A Favorable View of Conditions on 
Sugar Plantations. 


Washington, March 21, 1017. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has been called to a com- 
munication of Miss. Frances Blascoer, 
regarding labor conditions in Hawaii. It 
seems unfortunate that your correspond- 
ent should have felt called upon to pub- 
lish a communication upon matters con- 
cerning which she says she could get no 
explanation, when there are so many re- 
liable, authoritative, and even official 
sources of information close at hand. 
The labor conditions in Hawali are un- 
der tonstant supervision of Congress 
and the departments at Washington. .A 
law of Congress specifically provides 
that it shall be the duty of the United 
States Commissioner of Labor to report 
every five years in relation to the com- 
mercial, industrial, social, educational, 
and sanitary: condition of .the labor 
classes of Hawaii. The latest official 
report under this provision: is printed as 
Senate Document 482, Sixty-fourth Con- 
gress, First Session. The Department of 
Commerce also has recéntly had several 
observers in Hawaii in connection with a 
forthcoming report on its sugar industry. 
Last year fourteen United States Sena- 
tors, and thirty Representatives of all 
shades of political opinion spent three 
weeks In the Tetritory of Hawaii upon 
the invitation of the Legislature of Ha- 
wall and the Delegate to Congress. 

From~any of these sources your cor- 
respondent might have learned the fun- 
damental facts that Hawali is neither 
exempt from nor evades the Pederal im- 
migration law. Probably any. lawyer of 
her acquaintance could have told her. 
that persons going from Porto Rico or 
the Philippines. to Hawaii are not. immi- 
grants. 

How this labor is brought to Hawail, 
under what supervision and restrictions, 
t would be glad to explain in detail did 
I not fear that I was trespassing on the 
courtesy of your columns. On every es- 
sefitial: statement youf correspondent’s 
letter is at utter and absolute variance 
with the facts.

Lord Aberdeen, former Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada, praised the New York 
probation system after hearing the cases 
of seventy-nine probationers at a ses- 
sion of the Probation Court held in the 
Criminal Court Building last night by 
Justice Edwin L. ‘Garvin of .the Court 
of Special Sessions. Lord and Lady 
Aberdeen were the guests of the court. 
Lord Aberdeen appointed the first pro- 
bation officer in Dublin ten years ago, 
when he was Viceroy of Ireland. 

‘*T am struck by features brought out 
tonight in favor of the probation sys- 
tem,” he said. ‘‘ The first was the ef- 
fective manner in which the Judge has 
dealt with each of the probationérs, 
using sympathy and firmness effectively 
in the cases as needed. The second out- 
standing feature was the efficiency of 
the’ probation officers, especially the 
women. The third favorable impression 
I received was the attitude of the pro- 
bationers. I. am impressed with, the 
beneficence of the system in preventing 
crime ‘and building up the principle "ot 
mercy. In my opinion, the p tion 
system has been on probation long 
enough for it to be extended.”’

CONSUL’S REPORT A PUZZLE. 


4 | Washington Thinks Frost Was Try- 
ing to Tell of U-Boat Capture. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Two more 
American lives wére endangered when 
the British bark Neath was sunk with- 
out warning by a German submarine 
early Tuesday morning. In a dispatch 
to the State Department, received to- 
day, Wesley Frost, American Condul at 
Queenstown, stated that all on board 
were saved. The message said that the 
Captain of the bark had been taken 
hostagé by the submarine and that he 
had landed at Queenstown today. 

Unless this is an error of transmission 
this apparent conflict of statement is 
interpreted by officers here as meaning 
‘that the Captain of the Neath-had been 
taken hostage vy the submarine, but 
that he had later been rescued. It is 
possible that the message of the Consul 
intended to convey the impression that 
the submarine, after capturing the Cap- 
tgin, had been attacked and destroyed 
or captured by British patrols. . Consul 
Frost's cablegram read as follows: 

‘ British bark Neath with auxiliary 
steam power, 4,690 tons, from Maure- 
tius for Havre, targo of su gar, torpe- 
doed without warning 8:45 A, M. 2ith, 
28 miles southeast Fastnet. Bonk seven 
minutes. -No losses or injuries. Captain 
taken hostage by submarine. 

“Neath carried no gun nor’ wireless. 
Made no attempt to escape or resist. 
Weather fair. Boats picked up by Ad- 
miralty véssel three miles off Baltimore 
6:30, 27th. All saved. Captain landed 
Queenstown today. Two Americans, 
Clarence Bloom of San Francisco and 
Peter Webster, negro seamen, aboard.’ 

Naval officers, studyin the dis ger 
relating to the ‘fate of the Cap of 
the Neath, believed it indicated that. the 
submarine had been captured by British 
and the Captain rescued. 


PROGRESS AT FUR SALE. 


Manufacturers Keen Bidders ° for 
Australian Opossum. 


The leading fur manufacturers were 
keen bidders for Australian opossum at 
yesterday’s session of the New York Fur 
Auction, and as a result prices advanced 
25 per cent. over January quotations. 
The competition to get some of these 
skins was due to the demand for them as 
Summer furs, and to the fact that the 
Commonwealth Government has put a 
two-year prohibition on the killing of 
opossum. Under active bidding mole 
went up 25 per cent., and alvances also 
took place on squirrel, leopard, and wolf. 

So far the proceeds of the sale, which 
will close tomorrow, amount to $1,500,- 
000, and the officials of the Néw York 
Fur Auction Sales Corporation are well 
satisfied with the progress that has been 
made. , 

A decline was anticipated on wolf, but, 
contrary to the expectation, a 10 per 
cent: increase was realized on the North- 
ern variety. Squirrel found an active 
demand, and the advance of 15 per cent. 
over January prices. was said to be in 
sympathy with the increase on Austra- 
lian opossum. The Russian sable offer- 
ing was not of the best quality, and the 
highest price realized wae $70. Large 
Australian opossum No. 1 was bought as 
high as $1.53, and the American skins of 
the same sort were oe 
Wolf, Northern, No. 1 brought as high 
as $7.10, and skins from the Southwest 
went as high as $3. Other top fisqres 
were: Wallaby, 52 cents; mole, 28% 
cents; leopard, $15.25; Kolinaicy, "$1.96;

FOOD OFFICE BOWS 


Bitter Remonstrances Force a 
Decree Commandeering 
Surplus Grain. 


PROFITEERS ARE ATTACKED 


Boolalist Petition Aeserted That, the | js 
Rich Were Fed While the 
Poor ‘Went Hungry. 


Determined agitation by the organized 
worlingmen of Germany, coupled with. 
the necéssity of obtaining more nu- 
tritious food for thé munition workers, 
aeems to have beén the principal factor 
in inducing the German Government to 
issue the order reported on March 26, 
via Copenhagen and London, providing 
that the farmers of the empire shall 
surrender to the nation all grain held by 
them above their regular allowance tn- 
der the ration system adopted some time 
ago. Items appearing in coples of Ger- 
man newspapers recently received in 
London show that the Kaiser's officials 
are inclined to pay more attention from 
now on to the demands of Germany’s 
working men and women, and vhat they 
may even sacrifice the interests of the 
agrarians, if necessary, to safeguard 
their position. Just how much the 
échoes of the Russian revolution, which 
started with food riots, have to do with 
this apparently radical change of mind 
on the part of the German bureaucracy 
is not brought out in the reports in the 
German press. 

On Sunday; March 4, Vorwirts, the 
principal organ of the pro-Government 
Socialists, printed the text of two peti- 
tions addressed to Dr. von Bethmann 
Hollweg and the head of the War Food 
Bureau, respectively, on Feb. 21, by the 
official representatives of all organized 


labor in Germany, both Socialist and 
moderate. The petition to the Imperial 
Chancellor, as summarized by The Lon- 
don Times, says that the regulation of 
food supplies has been “ entirely unsat- 
isfactory during the period of the war, 
attributes the trouble less to shortage 
of food than to unjust distribution, says 
that the Prussian Minister of ricul- 
ture is ‘‘the centre of all opposition,” 
and declares that the impending appli- 
cation of the Auxiliary ~Service law 
makes reform absolutely hecessary. Na- 
tional service “ brings the feeding of 
the civil population into line with the 
feeding of the Army and the Navy; for, 
if the food difficulties continue, the 
army of labor at home will be unable to 
maintain its achievements at the pitch 
reguiry the defense of*the country.”’ 

he petition proposes, first, the estab- 
lishment of definite links between the 
War Food Bureau and the War Bu- 
reau, (that is to say, between Adolph 
von Batocki’s Central Food Office and 
General Gréner’s National Service De- 
partment of the Ministry of War:) and, 
second, proposes the definite subordi- 
nation of the military district commands 
+4 district food offices established by 

he War Bureau. The new district of- 
Nos would be given plenary powers to 
examine stocks.and prevent all hoard- 
ing of supplies. 

Food Speculators Attaeked. 

The petition addressed to Herr von 
Batocki expands these arguments and 
discusses in detail the causes of what 
it calls ‘a growing excitement among 
the poorer classes and especially among 
workmen and employes.’’ The present 
system ‘‘ favors those classes which 
never suffer from any want of food; 
and makes it possible for the well-to-do 
to obtain for money sufficient food to 
the injury of the poorer classes.’’ There 
is @ bitter attack on the “ perpetual 
crimes inst the nation ’’ of unscrupu- 
lous profiteers and greedy consumers, 
and the petitioners say : 

‘We give the most emphatic warning 
against letting things continue thus. The 
consequences might bé fncalculable. The 
sincere co-operatiqn of the trade unions 
and associations of employes in. the 

carrying out of the Auxiliary Service aw 
gives them a special claim to keep watch 
and to see that the purpose of the law is 
not utterly: imperiled by the continued 
indifference to the duties undertaken 
with regard to war nutrition.” 

Dealing with the most important foods 
in turn, the petition says that the bad 
potato harvest was partly due to insuf- 
ficient planting and bad management, 
and declares that large quantities of 
potatoes were held back for fodder. The 
petition protests against any further re- 
— of the potato ration or any fur- 
ther increase in price. As to bread, it 
is declared that the difficulties are not 
due to the want of ingredients for mix- 
ing with flour, but to waste. The meat 
troubles are ascribed mainly to the 
monopolist attitude of producers and 
dealers, and it is asserted that “ meat 
prices have reached a level which makes 
meat and fats unobtainable by a great 
part of the population.” 

It is stated that milk is still freely con- 
sumed in the country, while children and 
sick persons in the towns cannot get the 
necessary rations. The fact that eggs 
ecst cents or more éach is said to 
due to the fattening of hens for market 
instead of their being kept to lay eggs. 
It is said that there is no proper organ- 
{zation of the available aap lies of fresh- 
water fish, and that other fish are large- 
ly bought up for pickling and then sold 
at excessive prices. 


Present Price System Criticised. 


Finally the petition adopts views with 
regard to prices which have lately been 
advocated in a memorandum prepared 
by a number of prominent German econ- 
omists. It says: 


a reasonable price Dig wn 9 as between 
the various kinds. of food and fodder. 
The existing maximum price system is 
not the result of rational calculation, 
but has been built up upon unsy stematic 
development of prices, and in part upon 
litical points of view. Thus it has 
een possible for prices of certain prod- 
fucts—for example, grain for bread—to 
increase by about. 30 per cent., while 
rices of oats and barley have increased 
¥Y as much-as 100 per cent. and more. 
The result is continual danger of the 
holding back of the cheaper apy re 
and incitement to their use as fodder 
because the profit is much greater when 
they are converted into meat. There is 
the further danger that the products 
which seem more profitable may be 
grown ~; agg hen ee? 40 others 
agr s have advocated 
the eatablishment of auch a relation hbe- 
tween prices. Their efforts, however, 
are in the main in the direction of 
screwing up to the level of the highest 
the prices which seem to them too low.
